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CITY COUNCIL 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council was-held on Monday evening 
with His Worship Mayor W. E. Lord 
in the chair and Aldermen Collison, 
Simpson, Broughton, Galbraith, Stone 
and Moyes in attendance. 

The Council went into committee of 
the whole for the purpose of adding 
names to the business tax roll, and 
the following gentlemen were asked 
to appear before the Council and give 
reasons why they should not be added 
to said roll: 

W. T. Coote, J. Percival, and J. 
Baile, insurance; C. T, Eline, con- 
tractor; J. E. ‘Welton, ‘accountant; 
Bonsall & Bonsall, chiropractors; 
Archer & Holmes, repair shop; 
Jacques-Orme, undertakers; Howlett 
& Cotton, implement dealers; M. 
Card, implement dealer; Powell & 
Morris; E. Haste, carpenter. 

Some of these gentlemen had never 
been assessed and had no objection 
to the same. Others objected on 
principle. Mr. Baile and Mr: Coote 
contended they should not pay a 
business tax ag they already paid a 
licence and under that licence any 
man could come in and do business. 
They considered it an injustice to be 
compelled to pay a business tax. Mr. 
Welton was willing to pay half the 
business tax on his office. Mr. How- 
lett had been _ overlooked. Mr. 
Jacques was willing to pay on rental 
basis of ‘twenty-five dollars a month.

We recommend that a bylaw be pre- 
pared immediately providing for an 
issue of $100,000.00 Treasury Bills 
bearing six per cent. interest, payable 
semi-annually at Red Deer, Toronto, 
Montreal or New York City. This 
will provide a surplug of about $8,000 
which we may not require to use, in 
which case, the Bills can be cancelled. 
We are taking up with the bond firms 
to whom we sold the previous issues 
the question of purchasing the Bills 
due after this year, or exchanging 
them for Bills of the new issue, and 
the replies will indicate the amount 
of the new {ssue we should offer for 
sale this year. The new issue should 
be repayable in ten equal annual in- 
stalments. The By-law authorizing 
the issue-will have to be approved hy 
the Public Utilities Commissioners 
at Edmonton. 

2. After serious consideration as 
to our duty as representing the citi- 
zens of Red Deer to soldiers owning 
property in arrears of taxes and re- 
cognizing their claims to the greatest 
possible assistance to enable them to 
re-establish themselves, we  recom- 
mend that all penalties charged on 
arroars of taxes on property owned 
py a soldier or ‘sallor on active ser: 


vice with any of the allied armies or 
navies be rebated, such rebate to 
daté from date of enlistmnt to date 
of discharge, and to cover the interest 
of the veteran in any property, the 
veteran to furnish such information 
88 will prove his*interest in any prop- 
erty. This will adjust- the claim made 
by Mr. J. B. Durand to the: Council, 
and several made to us, and, together 
with the plan for granting extension 
of time for payment of arrears, will 
enable veterans to hold their prop- 
erty without undue. hardship. 

3. It appears to us to be necessary 
for the City to dispose of the proper: 
ties to which we have taken title un- 
der tax sale proceedings as soon as 
possible, and get them back on to the 
assessment roll, and we would re- 
spectfully urge the Council to define 
a policy for disposing of these prop- 
erties as soon as possible. 

4. Foreman Jones has commenced 
cleaning out the intake wells. He has 
also had the Station Park cleaned up 
and J. Halstead is planting some 
seeds in the borders there. Some 
plants will be set out later. 

5. B. Stewart, government engi- 
neer, has been in Red Deer surveying 
the road across the C.P.Railway to 
West Park, and also the Ross and 
Mann Street extensions. The plans 
have not been sent to us yet. 

6. The work of levelling the foot- 
ball and baseball flelds“at the Exhibi- 
tion Grounds has been completed, and 
these fields are much improved. 

7. We recommend that we be auth- 
orized to engage a stenographer for 
at least the summer months, as the 
new legislation will entail a great 
amount of office work, and much de- 
tail work is behind through lack of 
time to keep it up to date. 

8. The draft agreements for ex- 
tension of time for payment of ar- 
rears of taxes have been printed, and 
we are ready to negotiate with the 
owners of property in arrears. We 
would respectfully ask if you wish to 
define a policy-ag to the period of 
time to spread the payments over, or 
if you will leave this with the Com- 
missioners to settle with the owners 
in each case. . 

9. We have listed for sale with the 
local real estate dealers lots 5 and 10 
Fairview, for enough to cover the 
Village and School taxes and a small 
commission to the agent selling them. 

10. It will be necessary to replace 
all the swings in Waskasoo and Gaetz 
Parks. We recommend that these 
be built of 4in. x Gin. timbers, and the 
cost will be about $3.50 each. There 
should be about eight in Waskasoo 
Park and four in Gaetz Park. .We 
would also recommend that a_ few 
swings be built on the east side of the 
City Square and several teeters for 
the amusement of the younger child- 
ren, ag the City Square is now much 
used for recreation. These could be 
built close to the side near the office, 
where they would not interfere with 
other sports. 

11. We submit accounts for your 
authorization to pay.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT ON 
* PUBLIC WORKS, 1919. 


The’ following report on _ Public 
Workg was introduced: 

The Council, City of Red Deer. 

Gentlemen:—We have made a care- 
ful survey with foreman Jones of the 
streets of the City and beg to recom- 
mend that the following be under- 
taken: 

(A) Michener Hill and Highland 
Park. The building of catch basins 
along this hill to intercept and carry 
off all seepage water has worked well 
and has greatly improved the upper 
part of the hill, though there is still 
some heaving of the road in Spring, 
due to the frost. Under this hill 
there is a layer of hard clay imper- 
vious to water and there are many 
springs seeping out along the hill. 
This water oozes down as far ag the 
hard layer and then works southward 
into the creek, and, at times, carries 
part of the top layer outwards. Wher- 
ever the catch basins have been built 
this condition appears to be corrected. 
There is one place where’ another 
catch basin is required and we re- 
commend the following: Ditch the 
north side of the road right along the 
hill and build a catch basin opposite 
the present sunken spot and carry a 
drain across the hill into the creek. 
level off the road at the Rutledge 
corner and relay the sidewalk where 
it has been removed, grade the hill 
running northfrom the Rutledge corn- 
er to Dr. McEwan's corner and ditch 
both sides, and ditch along the south 
side of the road one block east from 
Dr. McEwan's corner to drain the 
water from the intersection of Ches- 
ter Ave. and First Street North. This 
work can all be done by our own men 
under Foreman Jones, with an extra 
team or two. 

(B) Grade 38rd Ave. East from Ex- 
hibition Grounds to 5th Street North. 
Thig is a job requiring the shifting of 
a lot of earth, and we have engaged 


Ed. Anderson to do this work with 
his railway grader. The’ earth to 
make the fill south of Ross Street 


will be taken from the south end of 
Third Ave, and from the hill south of 
First Street South and from the west 
ends of 2nd and 4th Streets South in 
Parkvale, and on the section North of 
Ross Street will -be taken from the 
3rd Ave. itself, cuts and fills being 
made where required. Mr. Anderson 
will put on his big machime and 
enough teams to operate it, and six 
dump wagons for $10.00 pér hour, and 


"30 hours is the estimated time to do 
‘the work. 


(C) Fill and crown Waskasoo Av- 
enue from Ross Street North as far 
as possible with the available earth 
which will be taken from Ross Street 
East of the Bridge, and from Poplar 
Road, at the same time grading and 
crowning Ross St. east of the Bridge 
and Poplar Road to Bank Street. This 
work can be done under Foreman 

| Sones with extra teams and scrapers. 

This avenue is so flat in the centre 
that the water cannot drain off into 
the gutters, and in wet weather the 
road is very bad. 

(D) Grade First Street South from 
jend Ave. East to the bridge, using the 
big blade grading machine. We have 
engaged Mr. Anderson to do_ this 
work at $3.00 per hour for the grad- 
er and men and teams to operate. 
This work to be done at once. 

(8) Grade Ross Street from” 3rd 
Ave. East to bridge, using grader as 
in D if possible. 

The following to be done with our 
own team and men as time is avail- 
able: 

Grade River Ave. from 5th St. N. to 
16th St. N., and ditch both sides. 

Grade Ist Ave. KE. from Ist St. N. 
to 3rd St. N. 

Grade 2nd St. N. from 3rd Ave. E. 
to last house. 

Grade 2nd and 4th Streets in Park- 
vale. 

Grade Ist St. S. from, 1st Ave. E. to 
12nd Ave. E. 

Ditch along hill side of Hospital 

ill. 


_ Cinder walks: On 2nd Street N., 
north side from 3rd Ave. E. to last 
house: on 38rd Street North, north 
side from Poplar Street to 4th Ave. 
E.; on 2nd Street N., north side from 
School gate to 8rd Ave. E.; on Vic- 
toria Ave. gouth side, from Gaetz Ave. 
to join plank walk; on 6th St. N., from 
Waskasoo Ave. to Centre Street on 
south side; on Centre street east side 
‘from 5th St. N. to Crescent Ave; on 
Ist Ave. E., from 3rd St. N. to 5th 
St. N., east side. 


Build platform at hospital entrance 
as recommended by Ald. Collison. . 

Extend sewer outlet into river cur- 
rent. ‘ 
We will report later on repairs to 
; sidewalks or replacements. Later we 
will report on other work required. 

All of which is respectfully sub-

Ald Collison brought in the report 
of the tie sheds committee. 


The committee stated that they had 
looked into a very desirable lot on 
Holt Avenue, owned by the city, about 
75 feet south of the Windsor Hotel. 
The shed would run east ‘and west, 
with the back against the iron clad 
building, and covered with rubberoid. 
The lot was only 25 feet wide, but 
there was a vacant lot adjoining 
could be used for the present. A re- 
port from Mr. Dawe was to the effect 
that the sheds could be built for about 
$300. The floor would be earth. For 
a little more money a room with a 
wash basin and toilet could be pro- 
vided for women. The city could 
clean the premises twice a week. The 
police force could look after’ the 
room. 

Ald. Collison and Broughton moved 
that the report of the committee re 
tie sheds be received and adopted. 
Carried. 


Ald. Collison said he had a few 
final remarks to make on the tie 
sheds. He said Ald. Galbraith had 
said he had not opposed the erection 
of the sheds when they were built. 
There was nothing on the minutes of 
the Council to show that this ques- 
tion of sheds had ever come before 
the Council, and they were built in 
contravention to the by-law. He 
showed that N. White had asked per- 
mission to build a shed in 1916, and 
Mr. Kenny had also asked for the 
privilege of erecting a garage. It 
was referred to the Fire Inspector on 
motion of Ald. Galbraith, who report- 
ed that the building of Mr. White 
should not be allowed even though it 
was metal clad, yet Ald. Galbraith 
allowed the W. E. Lord Company to 
build their. sheds without a word of 
protest. He contended that Ald. 
Galbraith had reported him adverse- 
ly throughout this whole controversy. 
When he was M.H.O. he contended 
that all manure should be covered 
entirely with ashes or earth and all 
manure was a menace to the public 
and should be kept ina fly proof 
place until removed to the nuisance 
grounds. Owing to the strictures of 
the by-law, he understood, Mr. Hew- 
son was refused the privilege of 
building a full brick veneer barn, al- 
though it would have hurt no one, and 
would have been a great benefit to 
the city.

-ADA’S SOLDIERS HOME 


A “returning soldier,on a transport 


ina Canadian harbour is. not expect: 
ed to philosophically’ await facilities 
of transport. A cheering crowd in 
an inland town, awailing for troop 
trains to arrive, isn't likely to be per- 
fectly patient either. But a fairly 
large proportion of the workers of 
Canada, those engaged in railway ser- 
vice, are putting in-long --strenuous 
days, these times of demobilization, 
to get the fighting men back to their 
homes with the' least possible delay. 

Just how stupendous that work of 
rail transport is may be surmised 
from the fact that from March 17 to 


ai April 23, both dates inclusive, this 


year, from the port of Halifax there 
have been handled over the rails of 
Canadian National Railways to inter- 
ior points, 49,009 military passengers. 
This colossal movement required the 
utilization of 107 special trains -as 
enumerated in this newspaper from 
time to time, and it speaks volumes 
for the self sacrificing zeal of the 
rank and file of the roads that this 
total of almost fifty. thousand men 
have been moved as swiftly and si- 
lently as if the total had been but a 
tenth of those actually transported. 

Probably never again will Haligo- 
nians see such a procession of great 
ships loaded with soldiers in that 
magnificent harbour. The list, day 
by day, is imposing. 

On March 17, the Carmania docked 
at 9.15 a.m., with 2769 soldiers and 
275 ~~ civilians. The ticketing was 
rushed through and: nine = spgrial 
trains were dispatched in 6 hours. 
Two days later the Celtic warped in 


‘to her berth at 7.40 in the evening. 


She carried 2810 troops of all ranks. 
In less than four hours the soldiers 
had been torwarded, the actual time 
for dispatching being placed at two 
hours and a half. The day following, 
March 20th, the Baltic docked. She 
carried 3200 returning men, to handle 
whom five. specials were sent out in 
three hours and 35 minutes. There 
was an interval of four days before 
the Cretic docked at 8.05 a.m., with 
1802 soldier passengers. Again, four 
specials were moved out in two hours 
and 45 minutes. Next day, March 25, 
the Royal George, with 1388 ‘troops 
aboard docked at_11.45 am. Three 


f|specials were dispatched in one hour 


and three-quarters. 

Then came the giant Olympic with 
4846 aboard. High winds prevented 
herimmediate docking, and the troops, 
or most of them, had to be brought off 
by tenders. Thig proved a laborious 
job for all concerned, but by dint of 
hard work special after special was 
sent forward until the great liner 
was cleared. This consumed a great 
deal of time, and, before there was 
much time to think about it, the 
Cedric, with 3520 men, and the Min- 
nekhada, with 2451 reached dock, 
both on March 27th. Eight special 
trains were utilized to handle the 
complement from the Cedric, while 
six were necessary to take care of the 
forwarding of those from aboard the 
Minnekhada. 

On March 30th; at 5.30 p.m., the 
Regina docked with 1981 officers and 
men from practically every province 
in Canada. Within three hours and 
20 minutes, 5 special trains had been 
dispatched, and the local units had 
been ticketed for the regular trains. 
On April 1st, the Canada docked at 9 
o'clock. She carried 1351 soldiers. 
Three special trains had been dis- 
patched within 3 hours and 35 min- 
utes after disembarkation; the actual 
time between departure of the first 
and that of the last, being three- 
quarters of an hour. 

On April 6th the Northland docked 
at 4.40 p.m. She carried 1227 soldier 
passengers. Two hours later her 
complement had been forwarded, only 
13 minutes passing between the de- 
parture of the trains. It is at this 
point in the records that the first 
prominent mention is made of the 


: large amount of military baggage to 


be handled. On the same date the 
Caronia docked at 8.10 p.m. She car- 
ried 3364 passengers and 8 specials 
were despatched in 4 hours. On April 
9 the Megantic arrived in the harbour 
with 1179 soldier passengers and 200 
civilians, a total of 1879. The Megan- 
tic did not dock at once and the dis- 
embarkation of troops was carried on 
by tender, necessarily a slow, labor- 
fous process, but three soldier and 
one civilian special had been des- 
patched in two and_ three-quarter 
hours. On the day following the Lap- 
land docked at 5.30 in the evening 
with 1974 passengers, and in a little 
more than three hours later 4 spec- 
fals were despatched. Hight days 
later, April 18, the Carmania docked 
at 7.25 p.m., with 2600 troops. Six 
specials were despatched in a_ little 
more than 6 hours. There is also a 
note in the records in the case of 
this ship about the quantity of bag-

April 20, the Adriatic arrived at 5.25 
p.m., with 1841 passengers. Four

special trains had been despatched. 
Then on April 21 the Olympic was 
back again. She docked at 11.30 
a.m., and carried 5572 military  pas- 
sengers and 300 civilians, a total of 
5872. Eleven special trains were 
despatched within seven hours and a 
half, and a civilian special was also 
sent forward carrying about 200 
passengers. There was an unusually 
large amount of baggage to be handl- 
ed, but this is regarded as one of the 
best troop movements since the first 


A of the year. 


On April 23, the Belgic, with 3320 


jofficers and troops aboard, came in 
Mja day ahead of schedule. Six hun- 


dred of these passengers were = dis- 
persed from Halifax, but the re- 
mainder were moved out over C.N.R. 
rails in seven special trains. 

The handling of these 49,009 troops

These words of Paul to the Church 


at Philippi set forth an ideal of 
church membership which we may 
well strive after in times like. the 


present. : 

There is very urgent need for a re- 
vival of good cheer which shall elim- 
inate so far as is possible the spirit 
of fault-finding which is becoming 
chronic ‘in church and _ state. One 
would not.ask for stagnation of life's 
interest or for such a servile accept- 
ance of the conditions of Hfe as 
would make us “captives void of no- 
ble rage,” but if one may express an 
opinion without also falling into a 
fault-finding spirit, ii seems to me 
there is very great need that we 
should cultivate the habit of content- 
ment and do all things without mur- 
murings and disputings criticizing 
with no uncertain sound and with 
greaf vigor when we have a real oc- 
casion for condemning the _— evils 
which exist. That the times are out 
of joint may readily be admitted, that 
there are evils to be remedied and 
‘Egean stables to be cleaned is all 
too true, but it is doubtful if very 
much is being accomplished by our 
wordy denunciation of real or imagin- 
ary evils. 

We need as the basis of sane living 
and optimistic cheerfulness a deep 
abiding faith in the existence and 
goodnesg of God and of the rational 
order of His laws, as they operate in 
nature and in the history of mankind.. 
Constructive criticism is always wel- 
come, the willingnessto help is vitally 
essential, but mere fault finding 
serves only tointensify the weariness, 
of modern 
life. 

If we are to see things in their true 
perspective, if our vision of life is to 
be clear and our judgment well -bal- 
anced, we need above all else to real; 
ize something of that spiritual ex- 
perience to which St. Paul refers 
elsewhere in this epistle when he 
says, “The peace of God, which pas- 
seth all understanding, shall keep 
your hearts and minds through Jesus 
Christ.” 

There is a line in Emerson's essay 
on Self Reliance which we may well 
store in our memory, “The great man 
is he, »who in the midst of the crowd, 
retains with perfect sweetness, the 
independence of solitude.” 

There {s a very real need in the 
world for a race of men and women, 
who will be blameless and sincere, 
trne children of God, upright in ghar- 
acter and deservedly stainless in re- 
putation. This is what the church is 
designed to be, a world within a 
world, exercising a saving enlighten- 
ing influence upon mankind. “On 
God and Godlike men we put our 
trust.” 

Is the church meeting this need? 
It matters very little under what sys-| 
tem we are governed. We shall not 
have ideal conditions under any sys- 
tem of government if we have not the 
right type of individual citizens. 

While it may be true, that in some 
quarters the church has emphasized 
the idea of individual salvation as the 
goal of its efforts to the exclusion of 
social betterment, this is not gener- 
ally true of the great majority of 
church workers today. They recog- 
nize very clearly that personal salva- 
tion implies the consecration of all 
our lives in the spirit of service and 
sacrifice for the common good.

The insane pride of Ger- 
many, her passion for world,domina- 
tion found an occasion in the. demand 
for colonies as markets and sources 
of raw materials—the imperative 
need of competing graqups of indus- 
tries carried on for profits. 

2. The war has made more clearly 
manifest the moral perils inherent in 
the system of production for profits. 
Condemnation of special individuals 
seems often unjust and always futile.

3. The war is the coronation of 
democracy. No profounder interpre- 
tation of the issue has been made 
than the great phrase of President 
Wilson’s that the Allies are fighting 
to “make the world safe for democ- 
racy.” It ig clearly impossible for the 
champions of democracy to set limits 
to its recognition. The last century 
democratized politics; the 20th cen- 
tury has found that political democ- 
racy means little without economic 
democracy.

Nikolai Lenine, Russian Bolshevik 
premier is also sending words of hope 
to Bela Kun, The Hungarian Red 
army has orders, it is affirmed here, 
to burn Budapest and slay all host- 
ages and then scatter to the four 
winds in case the attacks of the Bol- 
shevik army in east Roumania fall.

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ALCOHOL CAN BE MADE WITH- 
OUT USE OF FOODSTUFFS. 


Ottawa, May 2.—Dr. R. F. Ruttan, 
of Montreal, was the chief witness to- 
day before the resources committee 
of the commons. During the war, he 
said, they bent their energies to de- 
ciding whether alcohol could be made 
Without using an ounce of foodstuffs 
and they were successful. They in- 
vestigated production of alcohol from 
waste liquors of the sulphite mills 
ind some mills had satisfied them- 
selves that they could produce alcohol 
at from 382 to 35 cents per gallon, and 
compete actively with those who pro- 
duced from molasses and other waste 
products. 

Alcohol, he said, could be made at 
about from 25 cents to 30 cents a gal- 
lon and it looked Very much as if 
some of those mixtures in which al- 
cohol was playing an important part 
would soon be used in direct compet- 
{tion with gasoline.

on Monday afternoon, the little vil- 
lage of Lac La Biche is today a mere 
smouldering mass of ruin and desola- 
tion, and its entire population § is 
homeless and bereft of all personal 
effects save scant articles of clothing 
which could be worn’ through the 
nerve racking struggle the people 
were forced ta make to preserve their 
lives. 

The absence of a death roll in the 
catastrophe is due to the _ hervic 
measures taken by the citizens who 
rushed into the waters of the lake 
and defied suffocating heat and smoke 
by means of wet blankets. Crly such 
measures saved many of the women 
and little children,the intensity of the 
fire being shown by the burning of 
the very reeds along the shore and 
surface of the lake. 

The property damage is said to ex- 
ceed $200,000. More serions at the 
moment is the perilous condition of 
the entire population of the town, who 
are all badly in need of clothing and 
food. Prompt action on the part of 
the provincial government was _ initi- 
ated by Acting Premier Mitchell on 
Monday evening, when relief was dis- 
patched over the A. and G. W. rail- 
way in co-operation with the company. 
The melting of telegraph wires for 
many miles out af the village has cut 
off all direct communication with the 
village. 

The total damage done, and the ex- 
tent of the forest fire, has not yet 


one fire into another. The heat was 
so intense the paint was burned off 


exceptional judgment. Trees up to 


track by the terrific gale that was 
blowing; these had to be removed be- 
fore the train could proceed, the pas- 
sengers willingly lending a hand. At 
one place a large spruce was leaning 
over’ the track and while passing un- 
derneath, the coaches’ brushed of 
great quantities of sparks and burn- 
ing particles of wood. 


Wild animals did not know what to 
do or where to go and a band of ten 
or twelve moose ran along the track 
ahead of the train for some distance. 


So intense was the darkness at 
times many thought there was a total 
eclipse of the sun. 


Had the wind been blowing from 
the opposite direction, that is, toward 
the lake, instead of fiom the lake, 
many lives would undoubtedly have 
been lost. The train at one point 
came nearly being burned, but was 
hauled up to a bay where there was 
no brush or timber between it and the 
lake and thus escaped. 

There was practically nothing saved 
in Lac La Biche. One man atteinpt- 
ed to save his piano, sewing machine 
and other furniture by loading it into 
a wagon and taking it away but in 
‘the excitement of getting started with 
the load the harness broke and before 
it could be repaired the heat became 
so intense that the horses had to be 
removed from the wagon and every- 
thing abandoned the goods _ being 
entirely consumed by the fire.

THE REFUGE ACT 


The “Females Refuges Act, 1919,” 
which was introduced by Hon. W. D.

WARNING TO PUBLIC.” 

A large number of returns for the 
year 1918 have been filed with the 
Inspector of Taxation for the Prov: 
ince, but it is felt that there are a 
number of persons whose incomes 
are sufficient to render them liable to 
taxation who have not yet filed re- 
turns. These must be filed “without 
any notice or demand” according to 
the proyisions of the Income War Tax 
Act. This does not appear to be gen- 
erally known and it seems 
that some persons are of the opin- 
fon that they are only required to file 
returns when forms are sent to them 
to do so. Thig is entirely wrong. All 
persons Hable to taxation must get 
forms for themselves, either by ap- 
plying for these at the nearest Post, 
Office; or at the office of the Inspec- 
tor of Taxation, Customs Building, 
Calgary, or at the Edmonton oftice, 
which is situated in the Post Office 
Building. i 

For 1917, incomes liable to taxation 
were those of single persons and wid- 
ows or widdwers without dependent 
children where the amount exceeded 
$1500.00, and those of married per- 
sons, widows or widowers with de- 
pendent children where the amount 
exceeded $3000.00. The Act has been 


‘ amended, however, and for 1918 tax- 
‘{able incomes are those jn excess of 


$1000.00 in the case of single persons 
and $2,000.00 in the case of married 
persons. 


The amendment to the Act will 


jbring within its scope thousands of 


persons who were 
1917, 

Steps are being taken to trace any 
The penalties provided 
for in the Act are not yet ‘being im- 
posed, and an opportunity is still be- 
ing given to those who are liable un- 
der the Act, and who have failed to 
comply with it to file returns. There 
is no doubt, however, that before long 
some prosecutions will be made, and 
it is, therefore, important that no 
risks be taken, and that all whom the 
act may affect should see that they 
are not incurring any of the penalties. 

There are many misunderstandings 
as to what income consists _ of. 
Amongst some of the smaller mer- 
chants and others there is an im- 
pression that profit earned and left in 
the business is not income. This is 
wrong. Whether such profit is with- 
drawn or left in the business it is 
income and_= should, therefore, be 
taken into account as such. It is also 
found that some people engaged in 
farming or business, regard capital 
expenditures and operating expendi- 
tures as alike, as deductions from 
gross income. Care should be taken 
io see that this is not done, and that 
all expenditures of a capital nature 
are left out of account when arriving 
at income. 

Partnerships, as such, should- not 
file accounts; the individual members 
of partnerships in filing their per- 
sonal returns should include the pro- 
fits paid or accrued to them from 
such partnerships. 

Where persons have any doubt in 
regard to any point connected with 
the Act, they should communicate 
with the Inspector of Taxation, Cus- 
toms Building, Calgary, for informa- 
tion and advice, which will be gladly 
given.

NO AMENDMENT 
TO LIQUOR ACT. 
OF DOMINION 


Ottawa, May 21—The commons 
spent the day deliberating the meth- 
ods of the government Dill validating 
with modifications the order in coun- 
cil passed under the war measures 
act relating to prohibition in Canada. 
The discussion took place in commit- 
tee and was for the most part based 
upon an amendment moved by Hume 
Cronyn, which would have permitted 
the manufacture in Ontario of beer of 
a greater alcoholic content than two 
and a half per cent. for export to 
other provinces where its sale is per- 
mitted. 

Frank criticism of the bone dry pro- 
hibition came from Dr. Blake, mem- 
ber for North Winnipeg, who assert- 
ed that there has been too much con- 
trol of the action of the people and 
that “prohibition was the straw which 
had broken the camel's back and pre- 
cipitated unrest in the country.” 

At the evening sitting, Hon. N. W. 
Rowell, spoke at some length in sup- 
port of the bill, declaring that no one 
piece of legislation had been received 
with so many expressions of approval. 

He asked the committee to con- 
sider what the situation in Winnipeg 
would be today were the bars open. 
Dealing with the matter of perman- 
ency, Mr Rowell said that the gov- 
ernment was redeeming a pledge to 
the people by enacting the legisla- 
tion for another year. During the 
next year, some of the provinces 
would express their opinions with re- 
gard to prohibition and this would 
have a bearing upon the situation. 

After some further discussion Mr. 
Cronyn’s amendment was declared 
lost and the bill was reported from 
committee. It stands for third read- 
ing.

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GERMANY MUST = 
MEET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL OPINION THAT BROCK- 
DORFF-RANTZAU HAS BEEN 
TOLD TO SIGN 


Paris, May 20.—The German peace 
delegates have received their final 
instructions regarding the treaty, it 
was believed today. 

Foreign Minister Brockdorff-Rant- 
zau returned to Versailles from Spa 
yesterday with a definite policy, ac- 
cording to reliable information. Just 
what transpired at the Spa confer- 
ence is, of course, a mystery. It 
seemed, however, certain that the 
Germans will do one of three things 
—sign with as little fuss as possible; 
sign after some of the present dele- 
gates have resigned to “save their 
faces,” or refuse to sign at all. The 
general opinion appears to be that 
Brockdorff-Rantzau was told to sign. 
- DATE OF SIGNING 

Most of the allied delegates are 
now beginning to doubt that the Ger- 
man treaty will ba signed before the 
first of June. . 

Some even believe it is possible the 
ceremony may not take place before 
the middle of next month. Brock- 
dorff-Rantzau is expected to hand in 
voluminous counter-proposals Thurs- 
day, at the expiration of the time 
limit for such action. In that case, 
the allies would take all the time nec- 
essary to refer the communication to 
technical commissions and sub-com- 
missions, thugs consuming a week, and 
perhaps two. Then another time 
limit would be set for ‘the German 
final answer, probably a week. Thus, 
the optimists say, peace with Ger- 
many will be signed between June 5 
and 15. 

In the face of the circumstances, 
in which the Germans must accept 
the terms or place their necks in the 
noose of an economical blockade, 
appear violent objections to the 
treaty, varied by President Ebert, 
Chancellor Scheidemann and_ the 
German press, which may act as a 
boomerang. 

ALLIES REMAIN FIRM. 

The allies do not show any indi- 
cation of softening the terms in the 
slightest degree. Brockdorff-Rant- 
zau has not attained the slightest ad- 
vantage in any of the objections he 
has raised to the treaty. 

According to authoritative infor- 
mation, the reply to the Germans’ 
objections to the economic clauses 
of the treaty—expected to be pub- 
lished today—will point out that 
while it is true Germany , has. de- 
veloped from an agrarian into an 
industrial country, her industrial pro- 
ducts can be exchanged for agricul- 
tural products of cther ‘countries ; 
furthermore, Germany, it is expect- 
ed, will be told that the loss of sov- 
eral million population through sever- 
ance of some of her territories, will 
reduce the number of people she has 
to worry about feeding. 

IN THE SAME BOAT. 

As to German seafaring folks being 
without employment as a result of 
the allies seizing the German mercan- 
tile marine, the reply is expected to 
show that German seaman are no 
werse off than those of the allied 
countries which have been thrown out 
of employment by Germany's de- 
structidn of merchant ships. 

Summed ip, the entire reply is ex- 
pected to be to the effect that all 
nations are facing the necessity of 
readjusting industries as a result of 
the war brought on by Germany. 
Hence, Germany is not being asked 
to do more than meet conditions 
which she herself has brought on.

H. B, ROUTE IS FEASIBLE 
“SAYS GOVT ENGINEER 


BOWDEN IN EVIDENCE TO SEN- 
ATE COMMITTEE GIVES REASONS 
FOR CONTENTION.

Ottawa, May 21—Mr. F. E. Bow- 
den, chief engineer of the department 
of railways and canals, who has had 
experience on the Hudson Bay route 
and believes in the feasibility of the 
route, gave evidence today before the 
special committee of the senate which 
is making a general inquiry into the 
possibilities of that region. He said 
it was possible that the whole of Nov- 
ember might be added to the navi- 
gation season by establishing aid to 
navigation. Wireless and _ aircraft 
would greatly assist vesesls in keep- 
ing clear of ice floes. ; 

Liners, however, were almost pre- 
cluded from using the route, having 
regard to the ice, and from the point 
of view of facilities at Port Nelson 
he would only recommend that ves- 
sels’ of 7500 tons carrying capacity 
should be placed on the route. Large 
vessels could not be accommodated 
in the harbour. He was unable to say 
definitely whether the rate on grain 
across the Atlantic would be lowered 
by the Hudson Bay route as the esti- 
mates were too problematical, and 
also it would. be utterly impossible to 
get 100 or 150 vessels on the route 
until the government had thoroughly 
demonstrated its feasibility. Private 
owners would not put on their vessels 
before. He pointed out the value of 
the short haul to Hudson Bay by rail 
from the western provinces so far as 
animals were concerned. The great 
loss of weight by rail would be avoid- 
ed and it bas been found that the loss 
on vessels in the weight of animals 
was negligible.

The Register possibly exaggerates, 
when it states that “religious activity 
in the great American Army” is under 
the direction of the Knights of Col- 
umbus. In this country we were told 
that the K. of C. was not engaged in 
“religious activity,” only in an ides) 
nominational work for the welfare of | 
soldiers, regardless of creed. How- 
ever, if the Register is right in stating , 
that Hon. Joseph Tumulty directed | 
his efforts toward securing these 
special concessions for his. church, it 
is certainly a strong argument against 
the appointment of a member of the 
Knights of Columbus to such an ex- 
alted position in the public service.

GERMANY GRANTED UNTIL MAY 
29 ON PEACE TERMS. 


Paris, May 21.-—The German dele- 
gation has ‘been granted an exten- 
sion of seven days, or until May 29, 
in which to reply in full to the peace 
an- 
nouncement. : 

“The extension of time, which or- 
iginally was to have expired at noon 
Thursday, wag granted at the — re- 
quest of the Germans, who advanced 
the plea that more time was required 
in order that they might formulate 
arguments of such importance and 
length that were the original date

“Almost simultaneously with the 
request by the peace plenipotentiaries 
for more time, comes from Berlin a 
statement of the German cabinet 
that Germany is unwilling to sign the 
The documont is a 
reiteration, although stronger words, 
of the views of tho foremost states- 
men in Germany, that the signing of 
the compact would spell the ruin of 
the former empire. The-sold ground 
that signing the document as it stands 
would involve the economic destruc- 
tion, political honor and moral de- 
gradation of-the country is adhered 
to.

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100 CANADIAN TROOPS 
RETURN FROM SIBERIA 


SECOND CONTINGENT HOME FOR 
DISCHARGE REACH VANCOUVER 
—COMPLAIN OF TRIP. 
Victoria, B.C., May 21.—Every van- 
tage point aboard ship was occupied 
by boisterous soldiers when the C.P. 
O.S. liner Empress of Japan docked 
here today after a trip from Vladi- 
vostok. The arrival of the liner 
marked the homecoming of 700 of the 
CanadianSiberian expeditionary force, 
the second contingent to be repat- 
riated since the abandonment of the 
Siberian campaign. . 
Despite the early hour of arrival, a 
large crowd of relatives and friends 
were at the dock to welcome the re- 
turning troops. On the whole ,the 
returning men were fairly fit. Several 
cases of mumps developed during the 
trip but none were seriously indis- 
posed. The boys were heartily glad 


| to be back from Siberia, where they 


have been stationed for many months 
without any prospects of trying con- 
clusions with the  Bolsheviki. The 
Empress of Japan sailed from Vlad- 
ivostok on May 9th and made the 
run across the Pacific in the fast time 
of 12 days. Owing to the fact that 
the liner carried over 60 first .class 
passengers, the troops were confined 
largely to their quarters and not a 
few kicks were registered regarding 
the conditions in this confined area.
